DECSION ON PETITION 

This is a decision on the petition filed 7/30/07 to correct inventorship under 37 CFR 1 .48(a). It is noted that such correction of the 
inventorship requires (1) a request to correct the inventorship that sets forth the desired inventorship change; (2) a statement from each 
person being added as an inventor and from each person being deleted as an inventor that the error in inventorship occurred without 
deceptive intention on his or her part; (3) an oath or declaration by the actual inventor or inventors as required by § 1.63 or as 
permitted by §§ 1.42, 1.43 or § 1.47; (4) the processing fee set forth in 1.1 7(i); and (5) the written consent of the assisnee under 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

While applicants have met requirements (1), (2), and (4) as set forth above, applicants have not met requirements (3) and (5). 
Specifically, while a declaration by the actual inventors was filed, the declaration is not proper given that the name of one inventor is 
incorrect. The declaration discloses inventor name "Philipp Stoessel" and not "Philipp StoPel" (see page 1 of the Request to Correct 
Inventorship as well as the statement from the inventor which both refer to inventor StoPel not Stoessel). Further, while there is a 
written consent of the assignee as required under 37 CFR 3.73(b), the consent also refers to inventor name "Philipp Stoessel" and not 
"Philipp StoPel". 



The petition is DENIED.
